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Staff Comments 


The good news continues! The 
Guernsey 1991 DHIR ME average 
hasjust been calculated. Even though 
the production issue of the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal is next month, I 
just couldn’t sit on this news until 
May. The breed’s DHIR ME average 
climbed to 14,502M, 652F, and 505P 
based on 9,959 records. Never be- 
fore has the breed average been over 
14,500M, 650F and 500P. This is an 
increase of 355 pounds of milk, 14 
pounds of butterfat and 10 pounds of 
protein over 1990. Similar increases 
the next two years will push the 
breed’s average over 15,000M, 680F 
and 525P. Guernsey production is 
moving in the right direction to make 
the breed attractive to more dairy- 
men. 

Without giving names (you'll have 
to read next month’s issue), the top 
herds are over 20,000M, nearly 900F 
and over 700P. Seven herds are over 
18,000M, 10 more are over 17,000M 
and 22 others are over 16,000M. 
Congratulations to all Guernsey 
breeders who are pushing the breed’s 
production ever higher. 

Even with these success stories, 
several questions still need to be 
asked. Is the production average 
increasing far enough and fast enough 
for the Guernsey breed to expand its 
role in the U.S. and world dairy in- 
dustry? What can be done to have 
more herds reach the production lev- 
els of the top Guernsey herds? What 
can be done to help the top herds go 
even higher? Finding answers to 
these questions is the key to the 
expansion and prosperity of the 
Guernsey breed. 

The answers to these questions 
aren't exactly the same for everyone. 
Next month’s issue will feature how 
some of the top herds obtain their 
production. We will see how some 
breeders feed total mixed rations. 
Others have no silage in their feeding 
programs at all. Some breeders feed 
a commercial grain ration while oth- 
ers use entirely homegrown grain. 
Some folks are able to grow all of their 
own forage while others depend on 
high-quality purchased hay. Even 
with these subtle differences there 
are common, underlying themes to 
their feeding and management pro- 
grams. They feed ample amounts of 
balanced rations to cows, heifers and 
calves. They feed high quality forage. 
They are outstanding at raising calves 
April 25, 1992, GBJ, Page 8 


which gives them the opportunity to 
cull their milking herds harder be- 
cause they have ample herd replace- 
ments. 

Most of the top herds obtain high 
production as a result of their herd’s 
genetics, while a few herds produce 
well in spite of their genetics. After 25 
years of USDA genetic evaluations, 
there can no longer be any debate as 
to their accuracy in identifying which 
bulls and cows transmit superior pro- 
duction. If USDA genetic evaluations 
didn’t work, they wouldn't still be 
around. The process has constantly 
been refined and improved and these 
advancements will continue. If you 
are not using sire summaries and 
cow PTA reports as a selection tool in 
your breeding program, you are rob- 
bing yourself of profits for years to 
come. 

Given the population of the Guern- 
sey breed, the top five or six proven 
bulls can produce enough semen to 
breed 50 - 60% of the cows and 
heifers. The rest can (and need to) be 
bred to top-pedigreed, AI sampled 
young sires. The bottom two-thirds 
of the active Al list can be discarded. 

Recently the AGA staff asked for 
ideas for questions for the next mem- 
bership survey. Some of the sugges- 
tions were: 

@ What percentage of your cows 
and heifers are bred to young 
sires? 

@ What percentage of your cows 
and heifers are bred to proven 
sires? 

@ What percentage of your cows 
and heifers are bred to jumper 
bulls or bulls that are minus for 
pounds of protein? 

@ Would you use more young sires? 
How many more? 

@ Do you have a level of reliability 
that you look for in proven bulls? 
What is it? 

@ What is your rolling herd aver- 
age? 

@ How much will you be able to 
increase it in the next year? Next 
two years? Next three years? 

@ What will you change to get the 
increased production? 

@ What is your herd’s potential for 
production? 

@ Why haven’t you reached this 
already? 

Have you asked yourself these 
questions recently? What would your 
answers be?

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Superior Breeding Leads To 11 CPI Cows 


Jensgolden Junction located in 
northwest Wisconsin is home to 11 
cows on the high-CPI List. All 11 
cows carry the Jensgolden prefix. 
Only once before has a family bred 
more cows that ranked in the presti- 
gious Top 300 CPI List. 

Dale and Teressa Jensen started 
Jensgolden Junction in 1969. It has 
since evolved into a family dairy busi- 
ness. Their daughter, Kirsten Klugow 
and son, Trent Jensen, are actively 
involved with the day to day opera- 
tion and management of the 100 cow 
dairy. 

The eleven high-CPI cows in the 
Jensen herd cause them to be very 
enthusiastic about the future of their 
Guernsey herd and the breed in gen- 
eral. They are even more excited that 
of the eleven cows, seven are ranked 
number 72 and higher. “Having that 
many animals in the ‘bull mother’ 
range really lets me know we're mak- 
ing good genetic decisions,” said Dale. 

The Jensen’s are pleased that all 
of their cows on the high-CPI list are 
homebred. “We have developed all of 
these cows ourselves,” said Kirsten. 
Developing cow families is one of the 
things they are good at. “The founda- 
tion animals for the eleven high-CPI 
cows were all purchased between 
1962 and 1972,” said Dale. “We have 
bred those original animals for four 
to seven generations to get the genet- 
ics we have today,” continued Dale. 
The breeding program at Jensgolden 
Junction has allowed their herd to 
rank 7th in the country for average 
CPL. 

Currently, the pride of the barn is 
Jensgolden Volcano Helen (VG-85). 
This third generation high-CPI cow 
ranks number five on the list. Her 
son, Jensgolden Victory Hunter, is at 
American Breeders Service (ABS) and 
she had a Smokey heifer calf born in 
November. This lactation, Helen's 
actual projection is over 20,000. The 
Jensen’s have already flushed her 
once and have four Perfecto embryos 
due in the fall. They plan on flushing 
her at least once more to capitalize on 
her genetic potential. 

Helen’s dam, Jensgolden Pender 
Hattie (VG-83), has ranked as high as 
number 143 on the high-CPI list. Her 
son, Jensgolden Victory Hatman, is 
at ABS. Helen’s grandam, Jensgolden 
Telestar Holiday (EX-90), has ranked 
as high as number 113 . “Holiday” 
has a best record of 6-00 365D

Her lifetime production is 2,375D 
112,670M 4.9% 5,555F. 

“It’s easier to breed generations of 
high-CPI cows than it is to breed 
generations of excellent cows,” claims 
Dale. Kirsten explained, “by using 
only the highest ranked proven bulls 
and Al-sampled young sires it’s al- 
most easy to develop high-CPI cows. 
With final score however, there are 
just to many variables that effect it to 
breed generations consistently.” 
Trent said, “ there’s just more luck 
involved with breeding cows that score 
excellent.” 

Their next cow on the list is 
Jensgolden Fayette Orianna, who 
ranks number 22. She is appraised 
Very Good-88 and has a best record 
of 4-10 365D 22,930M 4.4% 1,011F 
3.6% 836P. “Orianna” has two daugh- 
ters that are also on the high-CPI list; 
Jensgolden Crusader Oprah (VG-84), 
who ranks number 266 and 
Jensgolden Baker Obsession (VG- 
88), who ranks number 297. This 
family will continue to grow since 
Orianna has five Mercury embryos 
due in the fall and she will be flushed 
again to Magic.

One of the best indicators that 
breeders have ofa cow's genetic trans- 
mitting ability and the performance 
of subsequent generations is the Cow 
Performance Index (CPI). The CPI for- 
mula combines the Predicted Trans- 
mitting Abilities (PTA) for pounds pro- 
tein, pounds of butterfat and type on 
a 4:2:1 ratio. The resulting number is 
divided by a standard deviation that 
adjusts the final CPI number differ- 
ences among breeds and changing 
milk prices. 

The top 300 CPI list showcases the 
most genetically superior cows in the 
nation. Animals that make the list 
are cows that produce, reproduce 
and pass on desirable traits to their 
offspring. The list is frequently used 
as a screening tool by A.I. organiza- 
tions for selecting dams _ for 
tomorrow's A.I. sires. 

To qualify for the high-CPI list, 
cows must have calved on or after 
October 1, 1989. Animals must be 
alive according to the most recent 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA) information, and must 
have an appraisal score assigned by 
an American Guernsey Association 
appraiser. CPI information is calcu- 
lated bi-annually by the USDA. 

Cross Lea Fayettes Chic makes 
her first appearance at number one 
on the CPI list for her owners Gene 
Cross and Family of Sherburn, Min- 
nesota. Carrying a CPI of +399, the 
VG-88 Dutch Mill Telestars Fayette 
daughter has PTA totals of +1,363M

Steve Kirklin Lee Riggs 
Steve Kirklin 

Steve Kirklin and his wife, Paula 
reside in Kalamazoo, Michigan on 
Walnut Manor Farm. They have six 
children Jennifer, Carrie, Adam, 
Brian, Lisa and Jessica. Steve is a 
graduate of the Michigan State Short 
Course in Agricultural Technology. 
He served in Vietnam as a staff 
sargent. 

Walnut Manor Farm has had 
Guernseys on it since Steve’s father 
got his first project calf over 70 years 
ago. Guernseys have been the breed 
ever since. The herd consists of 85 
milking cows which are housed in a 
free stall barn and milked in a stan- 
chion barn. Steve started feeding a 
Total Mixed Ration in the middle of 
February and hopes to see an in- 
crease in production as a result of the 
switch. The RHA is over 11,000M 
500F 395P. 

Steve has served on the Michigan 
Farm Bureau board and just recently 
informed the Michigan legislature 
about the butterfat differential and 
that it did not treat all dairyman 
equally. He explained that it affected 


the high test breeds more than the 
Holsteins. Steve is on the MABC/ 
Select Sires Guernsey Committee, the 
Republican Executive County and 
Committe Board and has been on the 
state Guernsey Breeders board for 
16 years. He is currently president of 
the Michigan Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation. 

Walnut Manor Farm is a contract 
advertiser and an active member of 
Lake Central Guernsey Sires, which 
Steve is on the advisory board. Of the 
calves born a each year, 30% are 
sired by young sires. Service sires for 
the herd are selected from the top 
80% for proven sires. 

Currently, Steve and his family 
are trying to deal with Johnes in the 
herd which was diagnosed two years 
ago. He said, “There are three groups 
of Guernsey people: one is the group 
who have concurred Johnes, two are 
the ones working through it and three 
are those who have not confronted 
Johnes yet. He would encourage 
people to participate in the Johnes 
program and promote Johnes free 
herds.” 

Other management practices used 
at Walnut Manor Farm are teat dip- 
ping to control mastitis, feeding TMR 
and the use of the young sire pro- 
gram. Steve has a Star War daughter 
who will make over 18,000M. 

Steve says, “We ship with Tri-State 
into a cheese plant to take advantage 
of the protein premiums. I feel the 
Guernsey cow is still a cow that can 
compete in given markets. We need 
to participate in the markets that 
support the Guernsey.” 

Steve feels his experience with the 
Farm Bureau and the MABC baord 
would be a benefit to him the serving 
on the AGA board of directors. “I 
would approach issues with an open 
mind and see where common grounds 
are in pulling the AGA board to- 
gether.” says Steve. 

Steve says, “I do not see the de- 
mise of the Guernsey but we are not 
going to take over the Holstein breed. 
With a conscious effort of the fat and 
fat products, the Guernsey has a 
challenge to compete in the fluid 
market, though the Guernsey does 
produce a better glass of milk than 
her competitors. 

“Our AGA board of directors have 
some questions and we all know it 
depends on cow numbers to finance 
the association. I see things better 
with the young sire programs allow- 
ing for better genetics. We need to put 
more Guernsey genetics into the com- 
mercial dairy population as the 
market changes to more protein em- 
phasis.” explains Steve. 


Lee Riggs 

Lee Riggs owns and operates Green 
Ridge Farm in Evansville, Indiana 
along with his wife Carol and three 
sons, Todd, Mark and Brian. Lee was 
raised with a herd of registered Guern- 
seys on the farm he and his family 
now own and operate. 

Lee taught in public schools for 
11-1/2 years after graduating from 
Purdue University with B.S. and M.S. 
degrees in Agriculture Education and 
added a mathematics endorsement 
from the University of Evansville. He 
and his wife, Carol, moved back to 
the home farm 20 years ago to raise 
their sons and lots of good Guernsey 
cows. 

They have increased the herd size 
to 50 milking cows and added a 60 
cow freestall barn and two 16 x 60 
silos. Labor for the operation, which 
includes raising most of the feed for 
the herd, comes from the family. In 
the past 20 years, the herd has pro- 
duced eleven excellent cows and now 
includes the Junior Show Grand 
Champions at the Indiana State Fair 
for the past two years. 

Lee says, "Production has really 
suffered the past few years at Green

Bill feels enthusiasm and cooperation in the Guern- 
sey breed would not be a problem if we were all getting 
paid more for our milk, we wouldn't have a problem. “We 
must concentrate on keeping our youth enthused with 
their programs, which I believe the Guernsey breed is 
doing a fine job,” explains Bill. 

The last two questions deal with why I am qualified 
to serve on the AGA Board of Directors and where do I 
see the Guernsey Breed headed in the next 10 years. 

My brother and I run a successful farming operation 
(at least we think so) and after three generations and 60 
years with Guernsey cows and another generation com- 
ing-we still care about Guernsey cow! 

“It is hard for me to say where the Guernsey cow is 
headed in the next 10 years.

In order to be counted, each ballot must be returned in 
the envelope provided. The envelope must be signed by 
the voting member before delivery. As stated in the 
Constitution, “Active members not attending the Annual 
Meeting may vote by mailing their ballots to the Executive

days prior to the annual meeting or to the Election

The notice of the 115th American 
Guernsey Association (AGA) annual 
meeting will be mailed in May to all 
AGA active members. Active mem- 
bers who are individuals shall be 
entitled to one (1) vote at any meeting 
of the Association. Only individuals 
who are active members shall be 
entitled to hold office in the Associa- 
tion. The AGA Constitution defines 
an active member as 

“A membership shall retain its 
full term, but be classified active or 
inactive as follows: 

(a) An active member shall be one 
in which at least one application for 
registration in the name of the mem- 
bership; or at least one application 
for transfer of ownership into the 
name of the membership shall have 
been received by the Herd Register 
Department of the American Guern- 
sey Association within two (2) years 
prior to January 1, preceding an an- 
nual meeting. 

(b) A membership shall be de- 
clared inactive when there has not 
been received in the Herd Register

blems. Only recently the problem has 
been identified as selenium defi- 
ciency. We'll have more fresh cows 
this fall, and hopefully production 
will be on the rise." 

Lee currently serves on the AGA 
Board of Directors and just com- 
pleted three years as president of the 
Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation. He is a Director and past 
president of the Indiana State Dairy 
Association and is know president of 
the Indiana Livestock Breeders Asso- 
ciation. Lee is involved with 4-H, be- 
ing a leader for sixteen years 

Green Ridge Farm has 100% 
Guernseys which are 100% regis- 
tered and have been enrolled in the 
T.P.E. program for several years. Lee 
served on the original Lake Central 
Young Sire Board and participates in 
the Select Sires young sire program. 

Lee feels the Guernsey breed must 
continue to identify and concentrate 
the desirable genes so that we can 
more accurately mate and correctly 
predict the qualities our offspring will 
possess. Lee says, "We need to inten- 
sify our efforts to let the public know 
the real values of Guernsey milk. A 
good place to start might be to en- 
courage medical schools to include 
nutrition courses in medical students’ 
curriculum." 


Lee says, "The use of DHIA records 
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and artificial insemination have to 
rank as beneficial among my man- 
agement practices. Some of the man- 
agement practices we include are: 
TPE, AI, DHIR, feed testing and ra- 
tion balancing, certification and ac- 
creditation for TB and Brucellosis, 
annual Johnies testing, and semi- 
annual vaccination program." The 
freestall housing along with two silos 
to feed haylage and corn silage to- 
gether have also been advantageous 
to their operation. 

Lee feels the development of stron- 
ger leadership at national and state 
levels with more cooperation and com- 
munications from the top down to the 
breeder level would be beneficial. Lee 
said, "Cutting field staff has hurt 
communications. Efforts must be put 
forth to create a more fair market 
price for Guernsey milk, reflecting 
the true value of the superior product 
we produce. 

Lee feels his training and experi- 
ence as a high school teacher and 
assistant principal help him evaluate 
personnel problems and to under- 
stand the importance of good public 
relations. He says, "AGA could ben- 
efit by a good shot of P.R. My experi- 
ence as president of three statewide 
organizations helps me understand 
how organizations should operate. 
By having attended numerous na- 
tional conventions of AGA, DHIA, and 


NAAB, I have gained insights on 
breeders’ concerns throughout the 
nation." 

Lee says, "The future of the Guern- 
sey breed depends on a couple of 
“ifs”. If we can improve the rate of 
genetic gain and if breeders’ confi- 
dence becomes more positive. With 
these results, I feel the Guernsey 
breed can make a tremendous come- 
back!"

Laurie and Bill are proud to be 
charter members of Western Guern- 
sey Sires and believe that improved 
genetics are crucial to the Guernsey 
breed. Currently they breed 30% of 
their heifers and 30% of their cows to 
young sires. 

“Improved genetics will increase 
the Guernsey cows competitive edge 
in the U.S. dairy industry. We need to 
create a more “commercial” cow. By 
that I mean a cow with more strength, 
increased milking ease, and better 
production through genetics, not 
through extra feeding,” is what Laurie 
feels needs to be done to make Guern- 
seys more competitive. 

Laurie comments, “We also must 
work to create a market for the Guern- 
sey cow and her products. Component 
pricing should be mandatory across 
the country. Promotion of the Guern- 
sey cow is of the utmost importance. 
Without it, all other efforts to improve 
her will have been in vain.” 

DHIA testing and SCC testing are 
management practices that have 
helped them keep an eye on somatic 
cell counts, allowing for the problem 
to be corrected before it becomes 
severe. They purchase only number 
one quality alfalfa that tests high in 
digestible protein for the milking cows. 
The corn is chopped in the early dent 
stage, thus enhancing the percent- 
age of protein They use all of the top 


milk bulls that have a minimum PD 
for protein of +35 pounds or more. 
Laurie says, “Goal setting is the cor- 
nerstone ofall of our decision making. 
It keeps us on track, and keeps us 
focused.” 

To increase enthusiasm in the 
Guernsey breed, Laurie says “The 
AGA must actively promote the 
Guernsey cow and its breeders. | 
believe that all programs should be 
offered to all Guernsey breeders on 
an equal basis. Registrations should 
be a flat fee for all breeders. This will 
encourage more entries in the herd 
book, thus increasing the gene pool. 
All other programs should be offered 
to every Guernsey breeder who wishes 
to participate and pay for the pro- 
gram. However, to do this, the AGA 
must determine how much each pro- 
gram costs.” 

Laurie feels, “Honest and open 
communication between the Board 
of Directors and the breeders is im- 
perative to amply reward 
accomplishments made by the mem- 
bership. A little back patting goes a 
long way. As breeders, we must also 
take the initiative to let our Directors 
know our concerns, questions and 
suggestions. We have been a divided 
breed for too long, it is time to come 
together for the survival of the Guern- 


sey cow.

Laurie feels her position as assis- 
tant plant manager for a major 
California egg producer/processor 
has given her a wide variety of expe- 


rience to draw from. She is 
responsible for cost accounting re- 
ports and management decisions 
based on those costs. Laurie com- 
ments, “My employees are my most 
valuable asset, and I work hard to 
develop them to their highest capac- 
ity. I enjoy developing a program of 
negotiation and compromise.” 

Laurie states, “I believe that the 
financial well being of the AGA will 
determine where the Guernsey breed 
will go. The continual passing of defi- 
cit budgets will end the breed. The 
AGA needs to get down to basics, 
expand the programs that work, and 
cut those that don’t. To do that, they 
first need to know which programs 
are cost efficient, and which aren't. 
Tough decisions need to be made, 
and there is not time to waste.” 

“Each and every Guernsey breeder 
needs to feel an equal part of AGA 
programs and decisions. Equality will 
bring the breeders together, and to- 
gether much can be accomplished. 
Improving the Guernsey cow’s genet- 
ics and then promoting her to the 
utmost will bring her back to the high 
level that she deserves. When these 
challenges are met, there is no limit 
as to how high the breed can go. I 
believe that the sky is the limit!” 
concludes Laurie. 

Bill Josi 

Wilsonview Dairy is home to Bill 
Josi and his wife, Linda and their 
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children Carolin, Kurt and Luke. 
Wilsonview Dairy, a family run cor- 
poration, is located in the small 
Oregon coastal community of 
Tillamook. Bill farms with his brother 
Don and his wife, Desi and their three 
children Denise, D.J. and Derrick. 
His parents, Julie and Ernie are re- 
tired but still active and live on the 
farm. 

The herd consists of three breeds: 
Guernseys, Jerseys and Holsteins. 
The three breeds are fairly equal in 
size. They milk 220 cows between the 
three breeds. Bill says, “The Guern- 
sey cow has been on our farm for 
three generations. If they could not 
compete with the Jerseys and Hol- 
steins they would have been gone 
years ago.” At the present the 62 
Guernsey cows that completed lacta- 
tions in 1991 had a herd average ME 
of 16,794M, 713F, and 579P. 

The Guernseys are well estab- 
lished into the future with many of 
the heifers being ET’s. The Josi’s do 
alot of ET work with their Guernseys 
and Jerseys. Bill has 38 bred heifers 
and 40 young Guernseys. 

All three breeds are housed to- 
gether in a free stall setup. The farm 
consists of 250 acres in pasture land. 
Bill grows approximately 1,000 tons 
of grass silage a year and a couple 
100 ton of grass hay each year for the 
heifers. The wet climate does not 
allow them to grow alfalfa. They pur- 
chase approximately 450 tons of 
alfalfa a year. The cows are feed a 
16% commercial grain. Bill says, “At 
the present we do not use a T.M.R. 
We feel it is important to utilize our 


pasture land.” 

“As far as the awards and accom- 
plishments of the Guernseys’ 
throughout the year,s they are too 
numerous to remember.” says Bill. 
“To us the accomplishment is when 
we have a Guernsey heifer born and 
the awards are watching it bloom into 
a beautiful milking cow. Don’t get me 
wrong, sometimes thing don’t turn 
out as planned.” As his brother Don 
often says “a dairy farmer lives to be 
disappointed.” 

Bill participates in all the AGA 
programs, except one the GGG pro- 
gram. Living on the West Coast, Bill 
belongs to Western Guernsey Sires. 
Bill says, “Without our young sire 
programs the breed would have died 
10 years ago. At least 40% of the 
heifer calves born on our farm every 
year are sired by young sires.” Bill 
also belongs to Select Sires and 21st 
Century young sire programs. Some 
of the best young cows in the 
Wilsonview herd are from young sires. 

Bill said, “In order for the Guern- 
sey breed to be more competitive in 
the U.S. Dairy Industry, I believe two 
things must be focused on: one is 
obviously milk and second is we must 
continue to sample young sires out of 
true breeding cow families. I will be 
the first one to admit that the Guern- 
sey cow is sometimes hard to get bred 
back. We have come full circle back 
to flushing cows. If a cow is a hard 
breeder but a very high producer I 
will not flush her. I only flush from 
my true breeding cow families. This 
in a nut shell, is what I’m hoping will 
benefit my herd the most.”

Superior Breeding continued from page 9 
than others. “Eight of the eleven high- 
CPI cows have Car Dales Valor Ace 
somewhere in the pedigree,” said 
Dale. Harmony Quantity Volcano is 
another bull that is prevalent in the 
herd and the high-CPI cows in the 
herd. “There are three Volcano daugh- 
ters and five are granddaughters 
among our cows on the high-CPI 
list,” said Kirsten. “Although neither 
of these bulls were ever considered a 
type bull, our herd has been im- 
proved for production and type 
because of both of them,” said Dale. 

“Today, bulls we use have either 
over 40 pounds of protein or over 100 
pounds combined fat and protein,” 
said Kirsten. The service sires at 
Jensgolden Junction include Per- 
fecto, Magic, Mercury, Smokey and 
Protein King. They also use AI sampled 
young sires on 30% of their animals. 
The Jensen’s participate in the young 
sire programs of ABS, 21st Century 
Genetics and Dairybelt Guernsey 
Sires. Young sires have played an 
important part in the development of 
the Jensgolden herd. “Over 1/3 of 
the cows that we have on the CPI list 
are the results of matings made to 
young sires,” said Dale. 

The rolling herd average at 
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Jensgolden Junction is 14,647M 
4.4% 650F 3.5% 512P. The herd 
average has climbed over 1,000 
pounds in the last 12 months. “This 
was partially due to our ability to cull 
cows again,” said Dale. The Jensen’s 
expanded their facilities by 40% to 
now accommodate 100 cows. They 
increased their cow numbers with 
the purchase of five cows and by 
nearly eliminating their culling. “If I 
did it over, I probably would pur- 
chase cattle so that I could maintain 
my level of culling and my level of 
production,” said Dale. 

“In the future, our goal is to main- 
tain this 1,000 pound per year 
increase in our rolling herd average,” 
said Dale. “ We are going to do this by 
continuing to improve our herds ge- 
netics and by sharpening our feeding 
and management skills,” said Kirsten. 

The cows are housed in a 100 
stall barn with the cows facing in. The 
forages in the cows ration include 
alfalfa haylage, corn silage, and dry 
hay. Dale has increased the amount 
of alfalfa that is harvested as silage 
with the addition of a new silo last 
spring. “My only regret about it is 
that I didn’t build it bigger,” said 
Dale, who is happy with the high 
quality feed and the lower labor re-

quired to make the haylage. 

The forages are supplemented 
with homegrown high moisture ear 
corn or high moisture shell corn. 
They also feed soybean meal, roasted 
soybeans and a vitamin/ mineral mix. 

A pelleted animal fat product was 
also added to the ration within the 
last year. It is fed to cows milking over 
70 pounds and heifers milking over 
60 pounds. “I find that even if we 
have enough condition on our cows 
when they freshen, the good ones 
just can’t eat enough to produce to 
their potential. By feeding the soy- 
beans and the pelleted animal fat 
they have better peak production, 
and I think they breed back better,” 
said Dale. 

The Jensen’s have a good track 
record for getting cows bred. The 
calving interval for their herd is 12.8 
months. “ We do what we have to do 
to get them bred,” states Kirsten. “We 
spend plenty of time with our cows to 
help catch them in heat, and that’s 
half the battle,” said Teressa. “We 
also use all of the technology at our 
disposal to help Mother Nature when 
we need to,” claims Dale. 

The success the Jensen’s have 
with their Guernseys can be partly 
attributed to their education. Dale

when they freshen, the good ones 
just can’t eat enough to produce to 
their potential. By feeding the soy- 
beans and the pelleted animal fat 
they have better peak production, 
and I think they breed back better,” 
said Dale. 

The Jensen’s have a good track 
record for getting cows bred. The 
calving interval for their herd is 12.8 
months. “ We do what we have to do 
to get them bred,” states Kirsten. “We 
spend plenty of time with our cows to 
help catch them in heat, and that’s 
half the battle,” said Teressa. “We 
also use all of the technology at our 
disposal to help Mother Nature when 
we need to,” claims Dale. 

The success the Jensen’s have 
with their Guernseys can be partly 
attributed to their education. Dale 
received his Bachelor of Science De- 
gree in Agricultural Education from 
the University of Wisconsin-River 
Falls. His daughter, Kirsten, followed 
in this footsteps by getting her degree 
from River Falls, too. 

“After we were married, I helped 
put Dale through college by work- 
ing,” states Teressa. “Now I’m helping 
her get an accounting degree,” said 


Dale. Teressa will receive her degree 
later this spring. Trent attended Wis- 
consin Indianhead Technical College 
to sharpen his dairy management 
skills. Currently, Kent Jensen is also 
attending WITC and is studying Agri- 
cultural Mechanics. 

Dale has served in the leadership 
capacity for a variety of organiza- 
tions. He is currently president of the 
Polk County DHI and Chairman of 
Equity Coop., a livestock marketing 
cooperative. The family is also active 
in Polk County Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association, with Dale serving as the 
President and Kirsten serving as the 
Secretary-Treasurer. Dale presently 
serves as the President of Dairybelt 
Guernsey Sires. Kirsten helps culti- 
vate the minds of future dairymen by 
serving as the Lake Badgers 4-H Dairy 
Leader. Dale and Kirsten serve to- 
gether on the council of the 
Georgetown Lutheran Church. 

The family business operates so 
well because each family member 
specializes in a certain area, but still 
understands what the other is doing. 
Trent lives down the road from the 
main farm and specializes in the man- 
agement of the heifer operation, 
located where he lives. He also handles 


much of the tractor driving responsi- 
bilities. His wife, LeAnn, is a registered 
nurse, but helps with the farm duties 
when she is home. 

Kirsten handles much of the milk- 
ing responsibility. She also acts as 
the herdsperson for the farm and 
concentrates on the cow health man- 
agement. Her husband, Kevin 
Klugow, is the supervisor at an area 
plastics manufacturing plant. “Kevin 
is an avid sportsman who doesn't 
havea farm background,” states Dale.

“I’m the head vet and 
mechanic and fill in where I need to,” 
said Dale. Kent helps keep the equip- 
ment running when he isn’t going to 
classes. 

Dale concluded, “I’m one of the 
luckiest guys in the world to be farm- 
ing with my children. Now I know 
how happy my father (the late Eu- 
gene Jensen) must have been with 
two of his sons running Guernsey 
farms and the other working for the 
national association.”
